Clause 13 of Section I, relative to the limitation 
of time to enforce the right to share in family 
property. The eustom of Pegu, as stated by 
Major Sparks, is to make family arrangements 
for the oultivation of ancestral property by the 
heirs in turh, or by the payment of separate por- 
tiong by 4 cultivator to the heirs, and these 
agrangements ‘covtinue for many years. ‘ 


Major Sparks therefore fears that the limitation 
of twelve years provided by Clause 13 would cause 
‘a yevolution in the law affecting immoveable 
property, and the Chief Commissioner concurs 
with him in recommending “ the retention of tho 
law on this head laid down in Section 60 of the 
Civil Code of Pegny’ which provides that “land 
which has remained in the possession of the de- 
scendants of the original propriesor without being 
divided may be made the subject of a suit among 
the co-heirs for division without limitation of 
time.” , 


We observe that the period of twelve years, to 
which objection is made, would run only from the 
commencement of a cause of action. So long as 
property remained ‘in the possession of the 
descendants,” according to the terms just quoted, 
thero would be no cause of action; but if any 
right of one of the descendants were invaded or 
infringed in violation of the family arrangement. 
or otherwise, a cause of action would arise; and 
we do not think that the perigd of twelve yeare 
limited by Clause 13 of Section 1 of Act XIV, 
for the commencement of u suit, would in such 
a case Le too short. 


The second point is the limitation by Clause 1£ 
of Section L of Act XIV of 1859, of thirty years 
in the case of moveable, and sixty years in the 
case of immoveable, property deposited, pawned 
or mortgaged. Major Sparks*stutes that, undai 
the Pegu Revenue Code, Rule 5, Section XV 
“lund which has been mortgaged, with pos.

Amended Excise Rules. 

Tiasps which have been in occupation of the 
Salt Departuent, and which are not required for 
the Government manufacture of 1269 S, S. 
(IS62-63), will be available to parties willing to 
take out License for the manufacture of Salt 
under the Excise system on the following terms :— 


Rue 1.—Lands snitably situated will be divi- 
ded into convenient allotments and leased at fair 
market rates to licensed Manufacturers engaging 
to mannfacture not Jess than maunds 10,000 of 
Sulf per annum. Any number of allotments 
may Je assigned to a single jndividual on his 
satisfying the Board of Revenue of his ability 
and bond fide intention to work them, The rent 
of the lands must. be paid, half at the beginning 
and half at the end of the season, 

II. Licenses will he similarly given to perscns 
wishing to establish the manufacture on private 
lands, should the proposed site be approved by 
the Executive Department. 

III. The supervision of the manufacture will 
he entrusted to the Superintendent of Salt Chow- 
keys, assisted by an Establishment, whose duty 
it will be to take an account of the daily manu- 
facture of each Khalary and to prevent mai-prac- 
tiees. The cost of any extra or special preventive

IV. Applicants before reeciving their Licenses

Excise Establish- 
ments will be appointed by Government to the 
snpervision of ae at the charge of the 
Manwlactnrers. Etery Golah used for the storage 
of Salt must be licensed in the same manner that 
private Warehouses for bonding imported goods

VI. When Salt is, to. be. remeved for the 
purpose of being gtored in the Golahs it must be 
packed for tyaneport inthe presence of one of the 
Supervisor’s Officers, “It will then be treneported 
to the Goluhs, by a certain prescribed route, 
under Passes specilying the estimated quantity. 
The Pueses will be numbered and signed and the 
boats passed by the Aurang Assistant, who will 
keep a Register of the Passess On arrival at the 
Golahs the despatch -will’ be examjned by the 
Officer in charge of the Golahs, thé’ caydition of 
the stamps noted, and the Pase-registered,: The 
Salt will then:-be weighed, into store, and the 
result of the weighment éhtered in the Pasa 
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Register as well as in the Store Account to be kept 
Ly the Golah Darogah. The expense of weighing 
the Salt into store will bs borne by the 
Manutacturer. 

VII. Each Manufacturer’s Salt will Le piled 
in a separate heap and stamped with his own 
stamp. When a whole Golah is stored with 
Salt of a single Manufacturer, the Golah will be 
secured with two locks, one key being kept by the 
Manulacturer and the other by the Golah Darowah, 
When a Golah contains the Salt of more than 
one Manufacturer, one key will be kept by the 
Golah Darogah and the other by the person in 
whose name the Warchouse is licensed. 

VILL. The Register of Passes kept be the 
Aurung Assistant and the Officer in charge of the 
Golahs will be carefully compared by the Super- 
intendent, for which purpose -extracts will ba sent 
to him weekly, and if any desprtsh be not duly 
accounted for, or if any despatch app-ar to be 
tampered with, and the quantity received at the 
Depdt from such despatch be deficient, n» Salt 
belonging to “the same owner will be allowed to 
be delivered from the Degdt until the duty charge- 
able on the deficient quantity shall have been 
made good. 

IX. When a Golah, or one or more Golahs 
belonging to the same Manufacturer havo been ! 
atored with Salt, the Manufacturer will enter into 
a Bond for the amount of duty and charges levi- 
able upon such Salt, and shall further bind himself 
to pay without objection any penalty duty which 
may be adjudged against him on account of excess 
or deficiency of Sult found in his Warehouse under 
Role XII. and Rule XIII. And the owner of 
Salt bonded in this manner may, on application 
to the Board of Revenue, be permitted to remove 
the same from one licensed Warehouse to another. 
No Bond shall be taken for a period exceeding 
thirty months, 

X. The Excise Officers in charge of the Golahs 
must be allowed at any time to enter tho Golahs 
after giving*one hour’s notice to the owner of the 
Salt, in order that he may have some one in at- 
tendance on his behalf, 

XT. Salt will be delivered to purchasers from 
the Golahs on the production of Permits, to be 
obtained from the Office of the Board of Revenue, 
which will be granted dor the protection of the 
Salt in the same manner asin the case of Salt | 
imported by Sea, that is to say, on the production 
of receipts for the fall amount of duty leviable 
thereon. Payment’ of Excise Duty must be made 
into the Bank of Bengal, or such local Treasuries 
as the Board may fiom tame to time ‘permit.’ No 
Rowanah, or Permit, will bgiesued for a less quan- 
tity than fifty maunds Mthe case. of Salt sold 
from Warehouses on the manufacturing tracts.

This Bill has been prepared t4 give legal effect to a 
provision in the recent Treaty with the King of 
Rurmah, a copy of which accompanies this paper. A 
main object in the negotiation, was an improvement, 
of the Commercial relations between the Province of 
British Burmah and the Kinfdom of Burmah, and it 
is probable that this will be in considerable measure 
attained through the instrumentality of the Treaty. 
The 4th Article which provides for a reduction of daty 
to one per cent. in the case of goods imported into 

Rangoon for export up the Irruwaddy to the Burmese 
erritories, and for sale there or other Territories, (as 
for instance in China), will necessitate « modification 
of the Laws for the regulation of Customs Duties. 
This modification might have been introduced into 
the Consolidated Customs Bill now before the Council, 
but as that measure is intended for general applica- 
tion, it has been thought better to deal with tho pre- 
sent exceptional case hy a separate Bill. 

Article § which contemplates the abolition of the 
frontier duties now levied at Thyet Myog and Toun- 
ghoo, also appears to require legislative provision, and 
ashort Section is therefore addod to authorize the 
Governor-Gencral by notification to give effect to this 
part of the 'I'reaty.

Tre Bengal Government having, on the 22nd April | 
last, represented to the Governor General in Council 
that no appeal was allowed from the decisions of the | 
Superintendent of Darjecling in Civil cases, and that | 
it was desirable that the Judicial Administration of 
that Settlement should be placed under the Sudder 
Court, the Government of India in their reply dated ; 
the 22nd May entered into the consideration of the 
best mode of giving effect to the main object of the 
Bengal Government without unnecessarily adding to 
the business of the Highest Court of Apweal. It was 
stated to be thé opinion of the Government of Ifdia 
that the jurisdiction of the Sudder Court, on its Civil |

nor-General. 


The Bengal Government having since transmitted 
a draft Bill drawn in conformity to'the views of the 
Government of India, this Bill, with a few modifica- 
tions, is pow submitted te the Council. The corres 
pondence to which reference bas been made will aeeom-: 
pany this paper. 


It is intended’ that the Code of Civil Procedure 
shall be extended to Darjeeling, so as to cnme into 
operation contemporanvously with this Bill when 
passed into a law.
